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Faculty gets first raise in three years 


After cooling down 
period, they are given 
a 3.5 percent increase

After months of obstacles and negotia- 
tions, faculty members will receive their 
first pay raise in three years. 


According to a press release, the 
California Faculty Association has signed 
an agreement with the California State 
University Administration and Board of 
Trustees that will grant the faculty a 3.5 
percent general salary increase retroactive 
to July 1, 2005. 

The increase was granted’after the fac- 
ulty association called for a cooling down 
period, which occurred after the board of 
trustees proposed for faculty to accept a 
raise that would be linked to: a merit pay 


program. 

The strings that were attached to the 
salary proposal are not an unusual strategy 
in collective bargaining, the faculty associ- 
ation’s ‘bafgaining team said in a press 
release., However, they were disappointed 
because the proposal contradicted the state- 
ment that. the chancellor would provide 
them with quick salary relief. 

The faculty association also felt that the 
proposed mérif-pay program would divide 


Cecil Canton, chapter president of the 
faculty association’s Sacramento State 
chapter and a professor for the division of 
criminal justice, said that the faculty associ- 
ation would not have agreed to a program 
that would divide the faculty. 

“Tt was a problem in the past,’ Canton 
said. “We will not allow it to happen 
again.” 

The raise was essential for faculty to 
keep up with the cost of living in 
California, Canton said. 


“We have not had a raise in three years 
and cost of living in California, especially 
in Sacramento, has gone up tremendously,” 
he said. 

The faculty’s bargaining team said in a 
press release, “... the general salary 
increase is necessary to keep all faculty up 
with the cost of living and must not be 
treated as a pool from which to reward only 
a few.”

The Health Center, located near the J Street 
entrance to campus, offers a variety of services to 
students, many at no charge.

Campus assaults leave two victims injured

Two separate cases of assault within a two-week 
period left a pair of male students injured and raise the 
concern of campus safety. 

One student was left with minor injuries after he was 
forced to give up his bicycle and his wallet to two sus- 
pects, according to police. 

The victim was bicycling by the Arboretum, located

near the campus’s J Street entrance, at 12:30 a.m. Friday 
when he saw the two suspects standing in the area, 
according to an alert bulletin from the University Police.

agenda or take a side on any of the propositions 
in the upcoming elections to be held on Nov. 8, 
but just wanted to get students to vote. 

' “They’ll listen to you, their peers, more than 
they will to me,” McPherson said. 

The California State Student Association has 
three goals with this program, said Laura Kerr, 
director of government relations for the CSSA. 
The first goal is to register people to vote. The 
second is nonpartisan voter education so that vot- 
ers will be informed at the polls. The third goal is 
to “get the vote out” on election day. 

Kerr said students from at least six Northern 
California campuses were present at the event 
and was glad that McPherson came to speak. 

. “He really was a great friend to students when 
he was. on the Senate Education Committee and 
continues this relationship now that he is secre- 


tary of state,” Kerr said. 


After the students complete the training, they 


will go back to their campuses and register peo- 
ple to vote as well as giving them non-partisan 
education on the various ballot measures. 

McPherson said that he supports the idea of 
setting up polling places on campuses. 

McPherson also addressed questions regard- 
ing same-day voter registration. This would 
mean being able to register at the polling places 
and vote on the same day. 

Currently, to be able to vote in the Nov. 8 spe- 
cial elections, voters must register by Oct. 24. 
McPherson said that he would like to eventually 
see same-day registration and said that California 
is moving in that direction.

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ASI relief grant matched

The Associated Students Inc. board 
meeting Sept. 21 served as a forum for 
board members to preview and discuss 
upcoming legislation that will be voted 
on today. 

At the meeting, Angel Barajas, ASI 
president, announced that University 
Enterprises Inc. agreed to meet ASI’s 
$5,500 matching funds grant for 
Hurricane Katrina victims. 

“The next step is for the Alumni 
Association to do the same,” Barajas 
said. 

Several items on the agenda aimed 
at satisfying committee vacancies, cre- 
ating new committees and instilling 
checks and balances by making some 
committees independent of ASI board 
members. 


DOC/SEL legislation 


Barajas proposed the first legislation 
up for debate, adding new members to 
the Dollars for Organizations and Clubs 
and Student Education Loans fund 
committee. 

The DOC/SEL reviewing body 
would help ASI decide which clubs and 
organizations could receive the maxi- 
mum $1,500 in grant funding, based on 
the criterion of how the organization 
plans to use the money and what event 
they are spending it on. 


ASI Notebook 


Also in the works is the tightening of 
the internal procedures that operate the 
DOC/SEL Committee. 

“This is coming in response to an 
internal audit and looking to have more 
detail to guide and protect the 
DOC/SEL Committee,” said Patricia 
Worley, ASI executive director. 

Worley said that the level of funds 
that the DOC/SEL Committee will be 
able to allot to petitioning clubs and 
committees will depend on how many 
organizations apply for the funds at one 
time. 

There is not enough money for all 
clubs and organizations to receive the 
full grant, and two-thirds of the money 
will be directed to on-campus events 
because that is where most students can 
get involved, said Rita Tyk, ASI board 
associate. 


Committee changes 

An audit committee will be formed 
with the intent of checking and balanc- 
ing the ASI board of directors. Christine 
Hopkins, vice president of University 
Affairs, said that board members would 
not be permitted to sit on the committee 
in order to keep the committee inde- 
pendent of the board. 

Barajas proposed changes to the 
Internal Affairs Committee whose pur- 
pose is to view ASI legislation and then 


report to the board about the pros and 
cons ‘involved, Barajas said. The 
changes will exclude the executive vice 
president from sitting on the committee, 
preventing conflict of interest issues. 
Curtis Grima, secretary of state 
affairs, welcomed the new change. 


‘Grima highlighted the point of the leg- 


islation. “Making a recommendation to 
yourself beats the purpose of a commit- 
tee in the first place,” Grima said. 


New logo 

Plans for a new ASI logo are in the 
works, Barajas said. Osaki Design will 
be involved in creating the graphic — 
the same five-member Berkeley-base 
design team that branded Sac State 
with its torch logo. 

A committee will be established to 
preside over the logo ideas that Osaki 
Design and others will present, Barajas 
said. 

Bonnie Sugiyama, director of edu- 
cation, suggested the idea of getting 
Sac State students involved in the proj- 
ect by inviting the graphic design 
department to help design the ASI logo. 
Members of the board agreed with her 
proposal. 

Funds for the new logo will not be 
taken out of the ASI budget, but provid- 
ed for by the university.

have several leads that they are follow- 
ing up on. 

Clark said that there was no dispute 
between the two parties that they could 
determine. Gus confirmed that he did 
not know the suspects and was caught 
off guard. 

“There was no prior dispute,” Gus 
said. “I’ve never seen them before and I 
haven’t seen them since.” 

“T felt completely confused. What 
did I do to deserve this?” he said. 

The victim was transported to a hos- 
pital and was examined in the emer- 
gency room, Clark said. He was released 
that same night. 

Despite the attack against him, Gus 
doesn’t feel less safe on campus but he 
has become more aware of his surround- 
ings. 

“7. definitely wish this did not hap- 


pen, but'I don’t think T feel less safe on 


campus because it was something that 
no one could have prevented,” Gus said. 
“So all I’m trying to do is move on.” 

Ash Roughani, a first year graduate 
student of public policy and administra- 
tion, said he does not feel any less safe 
on campus. He said that he feels as safe 
on campus as he does anywhere else in 
Sacramento. 

“There is.a chance that any violent 
incident could happen to anyone 
whether they are on or off campus,” 
Roughani said. “There are psychos 
everywhere and it will be simply a case 
of bad luck if they decide to do some- 
thing to you.” 

Kristina Schuett, government-jour- 
nalism major, is in her first year at Sac 
State and lives at the dorms. Schuett 
says that she feels like she has to be 
more aware during nighttime both in the 
dorms and on campus.

Castillo, a Sac State alumnus 
and product of the Criminal 
Justice department, talked about 
his years in law school during the 
Graduate Information Day on 
Sept. 21. 

A special information day in 
December will host Sac State 
graduate programs for students 
who aim to stay local. Suzanne 
Gerbasi, |. McNair Scholars 
Program and Graduate Diversity 
Program coordinator at Sac State, 
said that the 2005 Annual 
Graduate Information Day held 


‘Sept. 21 was smaller than in past 


years because Sac State graduate 
programs will attend a separate 
event. 

“Take classes here seriously, 
start pushing your limits as soon as 
possible and start talking to profes- 
sors about law school,” is 
Castillo’s advice for Sac State stu- 
dents interested in getting into a 
competitive law program. 

The multicolored tables adver- 
tising colleges and universities 
from around the nation were 
camped along the library quad 
grass and offered many opportuni- 
ties for students to gain knowl- 
edge. Representatives from state 
schools, private schools and pro- 
fessional schools were all present 
at the Graduate Information Day. 

The UC Davis School of Law 
table represented one graduate 
institution out of the 71 present. 

‘I’m hoping this event pro- 
vides a mechanism for students, 
who want to go to graduate 
schools, to obtain information and 
have information at their finger- 
tips,” Gerbasi said. 

Larger, more well-known uni- 
versities were interwoven with 
smaller colleges that offered more 
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focused fields of study. One such 
smaller institution was Mills 
College, which was aimed at a 
specific student audience. : 

Roia Ferrazares, MBA pro- 
gram coordinator at Mills College 
in Oakland, expressed the unique- 
ness of Mills’ Graduate School of 
Business. “Our goal is to increase 
to the number of women getting 
MBAs,” Ferrazares said. Female 
students make up 98 percent of the 
student body at Mills College. The 
school is not closed to men, but the 
learning style is more conducive to 
women, Ferrazares said. 

Jenn Todd, a junior majoring in. 
biology, said she was surprised by 
the event, but took advantage of 
the opportunity to check out differ- 
ent medical schools. Todd said she 
either wants to attend medical 
school in California or hop a plane 
and go to a school on the East 
Coast. 

The UC Berkeley table attract- 
ed a swarm of students for the bet- 
ter half of the day. Heather 
Zenone, involved in the Graduate 
Diversity Program and Graduate 
Outreach at Cal, helped direct stu- 
dents to the right program out of 
over a 100 that are offered on the 
campus. Cal offers everything 
accept for medical, Zenone said. 

Zenone emphasized the differ- 
ences between UC and CSU cam- 
puses; CSUs are more profession- 
al and offer more masters degrees 
whereas UCs are more focused on 
research and offer more Ph.D.s. 
Zenone said that students find 
what emphasis suits their needs 
and then start applying. 

“We want to encourage people 
and we want to provide a world of 
opportunities,’ Zenone said. 

All tables were open to student 
questions and aimed to increase 
graduate school knowledge among 
the student population. 

Tony Nguyen, a business major 
at Sac State, was avidly picking up 
fliers for a friend who will be 
applying for law school soon. 
Nguyen said extra information 
would help because his friend 
wants to look at lots of options 
before deciding. 

Zenone’s advice to students 
interested in graduate school at Cal 
and beyond is: “check the Web site 
and get good grades.” 

For students interested in more 
graduate school information, a 
graduate forum is Oct. 29 at Sac 
State. The forum is a consortium 
of CSU and UC schools and is 
offered by invitation-only. 
Applications are due Oct. 14 at the 
Graduate Diversity Office.

A Sacramento State student’s relief 
efforts in America’s Gulf Coast region 
lasted longer than planned when 
Hurricane Rita struck last week. 

Junior Robbie Abelon, who left 
Sacramento to aid in relief efforts after 
Hurricane Katrina and its ensuing 
floods hit the southern region, original- 


ly planned on returning to California 
last Saturday. He chose to extend his 
trip by four days when Hurricane Rita 
began its devastating path toward the 
borders of Texas and Louisiana. 

Stationed at Southern University in 
Baton Rouge, La., Abelon, a “national 
guardsman,” helps with morale and 
getting up to 500 people settled in the 
basketball arena. 

He is one of many Californians cur- 


rently volunteering with the American 
Red Cross helping relief efforts on the 
Gulf Coast. 
“Being able to see first hand the 
power of nature and its effects on peo- 
ple is horrific,” Abelon wrote in an e- 
mail. “But I have also seen countless 
acts of selflessness by complete 
strangers and an outpouring of good 
will from across the country in the form 
of money, supplies and volunteering.”

Abelon also said that, “major prepara- 
tions for Hurricane Rita are being 
made.” 

“We have stocked up on food, water 
and medical supplies as well as having 
back up generators,” he said. 

Abelon informed The, State Hornet 
on Thursday that a major flow of buses 
full of evacuees was heading toward 
the facility where Abelon is stationed. 

“Even as we shake off the effects 


of one hurricane as we prepare for 
another, hope and optimism are sus- 
tained with the residents, national guard 
and the Red Cross volunteers at our 
shelter.” 

Abelon returned early today and 
planned on returning to class immedi- 
ately.

Two campus groups held fundrais- 
ers for Hurricane Katrina survivors last 
week. 

Members of the Sacramento-Indian 
community put together “Restoring 
Hope — A Katrina Relief Effort” 
‘Saturday in the University Ballroom. 

The Muslim Student Association 
and Islamic Relief held a fundraising 
dinner Friday in the University 
Ballroom to raise money for children 
living in poverty in Niger and Mali and 
also for the victims of Hurricane 
Katrina. 

The coordinators of “Restoring 


Hope,” Tim Smith, the director of the 
Sacramento Christian Fellowship, and 
John Balachandra, professor of electri- 
cal and electronic engineering, organ- 
ized the event. 

The event started with a prayer led 
by Smith, followed by Balachandra, 
who proceeded to tell his story to the 
crowd. 

Balachandra was near the beach 
when the second tsunami struck the 
island of Sri Lanka in 2004. He noted 
that if he were closer to the shore, he 
would be among the 31,000 Sri 
Lankans who died during the disaster. 

“I have a second lease’on life,” 
Balachandra said. “As a gratitude for 
all the help and relief that the United 


States gave Sri Lanka and following 
the tsunami, we are putting this event 
together to help with Hurricane 
Katrina.” 

This was the fifth year for the 
Muslim Student Association’s event. 
The organization previously raised

Only two students out of the group 
had to be concerned about housing. Yet 
both of these people spoke to the 
Department of Housing and Residential 
Life and received a “waiver on student 
boarding,” Clemons said. 

Because the other 19 students are 
originally from the Sacramento region, 
they do not require campus housing, 
according to the office of Student 

The students also did not come from 
the same school. Some were enrolled at 


various universities including Xavier

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turns to junior faculty members. 

“Our main concern is junior faculty,’ Canton 
said. “Their salary is still not comparable and 
they are still underpaid for their high workload.” 

Lila Jacobs, vice president of faculty associa- 
tion’s Sacramento State chapter and professor in 
Education Leadership and Policy Studies, agrees 
with the inequity of the junior faculty’s salary. 

“The current pay rate (for junior faculty) is a 
poor statement as the value of their services, they 
deserve more,” she said. 

The agreement sparked different reactions 
among the members of the faculty at Sac State. 

Canton has mixed emotions about the agree- 
ment. He mentioned that the faculty should not 
have to fight for something they earn and that 
other members of the CSU deserve more. 

“It’s nice to get what you deserve and the fac- 
ulty deserved this and more,” Canton said. “On 
the other hand, we shouldn’t have to fight for 
what we deserve.” 

The staff, Canton said, also deserves more. 

“Our staff deserves a raise. We’re all in this 
together,” he said. 

Jacobs agreed that there are other issues that 
need to be negotiated. “It’s never over until it’s 
over,” Jacobs said. “Even with the general salary 
raise, junior faculty hired since 2003 were not 
given increases, so they will still be behind.” 

Linda Goff, head of instructional services, is 
relieved of the compromise between the two par- 
ties. ; 
“T'm glad to belong to a strong union that can 
represent my interests and help improve the edu- 


cational environment at the CSU,” she said. 

Jacobs also believes that faculty association is 
a strong union. 

“IT am always confident in the union ... , 
Jacobs said. ““With the union fighting for fairness 
and equity, the administration knows that they 
will be challenged when things are unfair.” 

According to a press release, the faculty asso- 
ciation is hopeful that the compromise is a signal 
that each of their issues has a solution. 

The faculty association and Canton are 
addressing their attention toward the upcoming 
special election to fight.against Propositions 75 
and 76 and maintain the union’s strength. 

Propositions 75 and 76 require written 
employee consent for political contributions and 
limits state spending on school funding, accord- 
ing to the California Voter Foundation Web site. 

“Now, during this critical special election sea- 
son, all of us need to realize that our faculty union 
needs to maintain political clout — not only to fur- 
ther our campaign to rebuild the CSU, but also to 
continue the struggle for a fair and equitable con- 
tract,” said John Travis, the faculty association 
president. 

“We have to continue negotiating, and defeat 
the governor’s initiative in the special election,” 
Canton said.

The parking problem is no different and only 
patience will get us through this. 

The new Parking Structure III “Operation 
Parking Freedom” that is under construction near 
the university’s stadium has taken away nearly 800 
parking spots, and the effects have been felt. 
Students are running to class and showing up late to 
the disgust of many professors. 

The overall attitude around campus has been 
scorn, which to some extent is logical reasoning. 
That reasoning isn’t exactly valid however, consid- 
ering the fact that when the new parking structure 
opens in the spring of 2007 it will provide 3,100 
spots.

There is only so much the 
university can do with the amount of space avail- 
able. 

Free Regional Transit is available with the 
OneCard for the distant students, the shuttle servic- 
es pick up students who live closer to campus and 
there is also the new parking lot on Ramona 
Avenue. 

This University Transportation and Parking 


Services parking lot holds up to 300 cars, is open 
from 8:40 a.m. to 6:50 p.m., has shuttle’ service 
directly to campus every 20 minutes and has securi- 
ty all day through staff security and campus police. 

Sounds pretty freakin' sweet, huh? The sad truth 
is that students are not putting the lot to use. 

“On the third Tuesday of school the lot had 30 
cars in it and that is the fullest that it has been,” said 
Parking Enforcement Officer Marcella Fletcher. 

It seems like a reasonable solution for most of the 
commuter students who are looking for quick 
answers. But the problem is much deeper than most 
would like to admit. 

Sac State students just do not want to sacrifice a 
few extra minutes in the morning; I mean we are 
talking about sleep here, right?

of our interests to protect the environ- 
ment that sustains us. Pombo’s bill 
specifically targets the critical habitat 
provisions of the Endangered Species 
Act. These are provisions that most 
developers get hung up on when starting 
a new subdivision of tract homes to pave 
the landscape with. 

“Tt is a drastic mistake to eliminate the 
provisions that have to do with the pro- 
tection of habitat for endangered 
species,” said Representative Jim Saxton, 
a Republican from New Jersey.

I like to think they bring a 
little more perspective to the environ- 
mental issue because their land has long 
since been paved over. Saxton attempted 
to offer an amendment to restore critical

A bill approved last Thursday by a 
U.S. House of Representatives commit-

The bill was proposed by House 
Resource Committee Chairman Richard 
Pombo, from California’s 11th District 
based out of Tracy. 

In speaking about the bill, Pombo 
said, “It’s about a new era in protecting 
species and protecting habitat at the same 
time that we protect property owners.” 

The bill is essentially an effort to lift 
certain environmental restrictions on 
developers. I don’t think it’s any coinci- 


- dence that the bill was conveniently pro- 


posed by a U.S. Congressman from the 
Central Valley. He’s a Republican! Who 
could have guessed that? And I’m not 
usually one to strike such a clear partisan 
position. 


habitat protections to Pombo’s bill; how- 
ever, it failed on a voice vote.

Pedestrians, cyclists 
collide in pathways 


agencies screaming at the public to save 

the air and conserve gas, many people are 
riding their bikes to campus. While this may 
save money and spare the air, it doesn’t neces- 
sarily help those pedestrians who are also out 
there. 

Every day, there are close calls between 
bicyclist and pedestrians, and they usually 
occur on the sidewalk, where bicycles aren’t 
supposed to be. 

bicyclist are only allowed to use the side- 
walk when passing other bicyclist or going 
around an obstacle, according to ‘the 
California Vehicle Code. 

Even then, there must be no other safe way 
to maneuver around the bicyclist or obstruc- 
tion before getting on the sidewalk. 

While talking to a few people at Peak 
Adventures, they mentioned that it has to do 
with the distinction between a cyclist and a 
casual bike rider. 

A cyclist, being a person who rides to ride 
rather than simply for trarisportation to and 
from campus, is used to being in traffic since 
that is where they usually are. 

For casual bike riders, those people who 
only started riding a lot for transportation rea- 
sons, often the thought of being in with all the 
cars can be overwhelming. 

“They are used to being pedestrians so 
they tend to stay on the sidewalk,” Brian 
Anderson of Peak Adventures said. 

So, casual bike riders are probably afraid 
of traffic, a feeling that is perfectly under- 
standable. A car driving really fast down J 
Street can be very hazardous to a bike rider’s 
health. 

However, there is still the issue of all the 
bikes on campus. There always seem to be

bikes chained to trees or to the name signs for 
the buildings. Does anyone realize that there 
are signs painted on the ground that say no 
bicycles on the pedestrian walkways that run 
through campus? 

“Those signs are so faded that you can’t 
see them,” sophomore in Japanese Christina 
Davis said. 

It is true that many of these painted signs 
on the walkways have faded away with years 
of people walking over them. But that still 
doesn’t give bike riders an excuse. 

The Sacramento State Parking 
Regulations say that bicycles are allowed on 
the campus roadways but not on any of the 
pedestrian walkways. 

There is only one problem with that poli- 
cy: there is a distinct lack of bicycle lanes on 
certain stretches of the campus roadways. 

For instance, there is no bike lane along 
State. University Drive West from the Homet 
Crossing tunnel to Napa Hall and the over- 
flow parking lot. There is also no bike lane 
from the Corporation Yard on State University 
Drive North to where the path from the Homet 
Crossing ends, near Parking Structure I. 

If students are still supposed to ride their 
bikes to conserve fuel and spare the air, then 
the least the university could dois simply paint 
some bike lanes.

And with the number 
of people living without 
health care on the rise, 
college-age individuals 
are a substantial part of 
that group. 

The National Coalition on Health Care, a 
non-profit, non-partisan organization located in 
the nation’s capital, is an alliance that works to 
improve health care in America. Over 45 million 
Americans, or 15.6 percent of the population 
were without health coverage in 2003, according 
to a 2004 report released by the coalition. 

College-age young adults, between 18 to 24 
years old, were the least likely of any age group 
to be living without health insurance in 2003. 
Almost 31 percent of this group did not have any 
form of health insurance. 

Being uninsured can also mean hospitaliza- 
tion for avoidable conditions that could have 
been prevented with a visit to the doctor early on,

Harris said. “Our mission is to provide high qual- 
ity, cost effective, easily accessible health care in 
a competent and compassionate manner.” 

During the 2004-05 academic year, 33,048 
students visited the Health Center. 

“Jt is not uncommon for us to see over 200 
patients in a given day,” Harris said. 

Also available to students is psychological 
counseling services, located on the second floor 
of the student health building. Though it is a sep- 
arate service, not covered by the Health Center 
fee, it is available to students. 

“We mostly provide short term, individual 
therapeutic counseling to enrolled Sac State stu- 
dents,” said Sandra Nevis, interim director. “This 
is our most utilized service. Students are first 
seen through our drop-in clinic and then referred 
to ongoing therapy, psychiatric services, learning 
disability assessment, group therapy or off cam- 
pus.” 

With nine licensed professional staff mem- 
bers and five supervised trainees, psychological 
counseling services served 400 to 450 Sac State 


dents, Harris said. 

“Beginning the first week of October, the cen- 
ter will be open Wednesday and Thursday 
evenings until 6:30 p.m. Students may be seen 
on a walk-in basis.” Pharmacy and X-ray servic- 
es will not be available in the evening but may be 
available in the future, she said. 

For Carlson-Zajdel, she’ll continue to visit 
the Health Center as needed, no matter the hours. 

“T like how I can show up without an appoint- 
ment before classes and trust the medical doc- 
tors,” she said.““What I like is that they seem to 
care, they don’t rush me or ‘blow off’ my health 
concerns.”

UC Davis scores on its first 
possession and never looks 
back, winning a sixth-straight 
Causeway Classic 37-7

The 52nd edition of the Causeway Classic was 
anything but classic for Sacramento State as they 
were trounced by rival UC Davis 37-7 on Saturday. 

The loss drops the Hornets’s record to 0-4 for the 
first time since 1980. It is also the Hornets’ sixth- 
straight loss both to Davis in the annual game and 
overall dating back to the end of the 2004 season. 

“As the head coach I will take responsibility for it,” 
head coach Steve Mooshagian said. “I will never 
point fingers at coaches or players, so put it on me. If 
we didn’t do something out there, it was because I did- 
n’t prepare them.” 

The Aggies showed the 10,187 in attendance at 
Hornet Stadium why they beat Stanford last weekend 
on their opening drive of the game. It only took the 

\ Aggies four plays to get into the Hornets’ end zone as 

wide receiver Tony Kays hauled in a 30-yard touch- 

| down pass from quarterback Jon Grant to give the vis- 
itors a 7-0 lead only 3:14 into the game. 

“Scoring on that first possession was key because 
of the emotion that goes into this game,” UC Davis 

| head coach Bob Biggs said. 

Sac State couldn’t move the ball early in the game 
as their offense was forced to punt at the end of all four 
first-quarter drives. 

After a Grant rushing touchdown, the Hornets 
were finally able to move the ball consistently and it 
resulted in their only points of the game. Chris Hurd 
connected with Philip Perry for a 3-yard touchdown 
pass on third down which cut the Davis lead to 14-7. 

The Davis offense went back to work on the next 
possession and capped off a quick 6-play, 73-yard 
drive with another Grant short touchdown run. 

The key play on the drive was a 61-yard comple- 
tion from Grant to Kays. The Grant to Kays combi- 
nation was successful for the entire first half as the Elk 
Grove native had eight catches for 161 yards by half- 
time. 

He finished with 10’catches for a carea@#high 182 
yards. It was the fourth-straight game Kays has had 
10 receptions and his 47 catches on the season is one 
of the best totals in the nation. 

“Kays is a very good receiver,” Sac State corner- 
back Brandon Smith said. “He didn’t do anything

With the ball at the one-yard line and a

fumbled on a toss play which was recoy- 
ered by the Aggies at their nine-yard line. 

After the defense forced another three 
and out for Davis, again a costly turnover 
hurt the Hornets. 

Punt returner Nick Miller fumbled the 
ensuing punt and it was recovered by Davis 
lineman Mike N¢g at the Sac State 35. Ng also 
recovered Mole’s fumble on the previous 
possession. 

“Turnovers were definitely the story of 
the game,” Mooshagian said. “Today it was 
a little different than what has happened ear- 
ly in the season, but I felt if we could have 
gone when we had the ball at the one, it 
would have changed the momentum of the 
game and instead it went in reverse.” 

Davis didn’t waste long as they convert- 
ed the turnover into seven more points when 
Grant connected with Aaron Hines for a 13- 


yard touchdown. The Aggies converted on all 
three third down plays on the drive and from 
that point on, the game was in hand for 
Davis. 

Davis would score nine more points in 
the fourth quarter on a safety and another Jon 
Grant touchdown pass to push the lead to the 
final score of 37-7. 

“We are going to keep battling and our re- 
sult won’t be because of a lack of effort,” 


Mooshagian said. “My hat goes off to 


(Davis). They did it two weeks in a row; es- 
pecially coming off the biggest win in their 
school’s history.” 

Grant, along with Kays, were the story of 
the game for the Aggies.

She does not deny that maybe 
there are a few bricks missing 
from her load when she gets on 
the field.

“T live for the intensity of the 
game,” Lawrence said. 

Lawrence is listed at 5-foot-7 
in the team program, but that is a 
bit generous. Lawrence freely 
admits that she is actually only 5- 
foot-4. She is small for a goalie, 
but that doesn’t stop her from 
making big plays at the biggest of 
times. “She plays big,” Poynter 
said. “She plays like she’s 5-foot- 
10, not 5-foot-4.” 

Poynter also added that 
Lawrence is in incredible physical 
shape and routinely is the first 
one done when the team does 
wind sprints. Assistant coach 
Randy Dedini, a former collegiate 
goalie who works with Lawrence 
one-on-one during practice, said 
that what Lawrence lacks in size 
she more than makes up for in 
quickness. 

“She has very strong instincts 
as a goalie,” Dedini said. “It’s 
very hard to teach what she has.”

on one half ofthe field doing a 
drill and on the other side there 
are Lawrence and Dedini working 
on diving drills, attempting to 
improve Lawrence’s range. 

When asked if she ever gets 
lonely over there by herself with 
Dedini, Lawrence cracks an ear- 
to-ear smile and says “No, I love 
Randy. He is the best goalie coach 
ever.” 

The team does not have a 
backup goalie, which almost 
made for a desperate situation on 
August 28 when Lawrence was 
kicked by a UC Riverside player 
in the left hand, breaking her 
middle finger. Somehow the 
coaches knew Lawrence would 
not miss any time. 

“We were originally told that 
she would be out two to three 
weeks,” Poynter said. “But she 
was playing in a game five days 
later.” 

Poynter admits that 
Lawrence’s toughness has spoiled 
the coaches a bit. 

“We never really thought she 
would be out, even when they 
told us that she needed two 
weeks. We knew she would beg 
us to let her play.” They were 
right. Lawrence wears a brace on 
the finger, which she admits still 
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gives her trouble in the morning 
and that she still cannot fully 
bend the finger. 

Lawrence has played in four 
games since the injury, helping 
her team to.a 1-2-1 record while 
allowing only four goals in that 
time. Lawrence has amazed 
coaches, teammates and fans 
forcing three shutouts in her first 
six collegiate games. 

It’s no surprise that Lawrence 
is playing through her hand 
injury, seeing as how she was 
kicked in the face during her 
senior year at Carlmont so 
severely that it broke her nose and 
blackened her eye. “I would have 
come back in that game if they 
didn’t make me sit out,” 
Lawrence said. Two weeks later 
she was back in the net. 

Lawrence credits her growth 
as a goalie to'a team she played 
with in 2004, a club team called 
the Stanford Quake in Palo Alto. 

“Playing on that team 
improved my game so much,” 
Lawrence said. “The coaches 
were great.” 

There was a time, however, 
that soccer was not quite so 
enjoyable. In 2001, as a member 
of the Palo Alto Blue, Lawrence 
explained that she had tendonitis 


in her left knee and shoulder and 
the coaches always made her play 
through it. 

“T was always re-injuring my 
knee and shoulder,” Lawrence 
said. “I didn’t like the coaches of 
that team.” 

Just a few years later she is a 
college goalie, winning awards 
for defensive excellence from her 
team’s conference. Lawrence 
received the Big Sky Defensive 
Player of the Week award after 
shutting out archrival UC Davis 
on Aug. 26. The Aggies took 20 
shots, but were unsuccessful on 
each, thanks to Lawrence. 

Dedini raves about how good 
Lawrence already is, but he is 
absolutely giddy about the fact 
that she can get even better. 
‘We're working on her jumping 
ability and improving her range,” 
Dedini said. “She also needs to 
get a little more physically 
strong.” / 

Don’t bet against seeinga 
stronger, faster, higher-jumping 
Jenny Lawrence as her soccer 
career progresses at Sac State.

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File-sharing system 
srowing bit by bit

In today’s high-tech society, it should come as no surprise 
that downloading content over the Internet is as popular as ever. 
Whether it’s music, movies, video games or software, it’s all 
available with the click of a mouse. 

Napster was one of the first sites to offer files, which started 
a downloading trend years ago, and programs such as Kazaa and 
Limewire have continued the movement. Lawsuits against users 
of these programs have caused their popularity to flounder, 
while a new technology has surfaced. 

Bittorrent, a computer program that makes downloading 
more efficient, is quickly becoming the most used peer-to-peer 
file sharing system available. According to Bittorrent’s Web 
site, torrent sites accounted for over one-third of all Internet traf- 
fic last year. 

Bittorrent differs from other peer-to-peer technology in that 
the program filters out corrupted or damaged files to ensure 
quality downloads. Once a user begins to download a file they 
are also uploading the file at the same time. This format allows 
for fast downloads with high-speed connections. 

In spite of Bittorrent’s popularity, downloading copyrighted 
material such as music or movies is illegal. The Recording 
Industry Association of America and the Motion Picture 
Association of America have both targeted torrent Web sites. 

On Aug. 31, the RIAA filed its latest round of copyright- 
infringement lawsuits against 754 Internet music thieves. 

The MPAA unleashed its own set of lawsuits against peer-to- 
peer users. On Aug. 25, the MPAA filed 286 lawsuits against 
individuals whose names were given during the shutdown of a 
torrent site earlier this year. 

Elite Torrents was shut down in May after “Star Wars 
Episode III: Revenge of the Sith” was made available six hours 
before it hit theaters. According to the MPAA Web site, the 
movie was downloaded more than 10,000 times. 

College campuses have been hit hard as 496 students from 
33 different universities have been issued lawsuits by the MPAA

iPod. The new iPod Nano is pencil 
thin, but still packs a punch. The 
Nano is available in 2GB and 4GB 
models with prices ranging from 
$199 to $249. It comes in two col- 
ors, black and white. 

The 4GB model holds 1,000 
songs and up to 25,000 photos, 
depending on picture size. The 
2GB model holds half that. The 
Nano weighs 1.5 ounces, making it 
the lightest iPod to date. It provides 
14 hours of skip free music on one 

charge of a battery. It comes with all 
the standard features including the 
apple click wheel, a docking system 
for multiple accessories, and a stan- 
dard set of headphones. 

The features are the same as any 
iPod.

phone interview. “While everyone was 
drinking beer and trying to be cool, we 
were imitating ‘Saturday Night Live’ 
bits.”

Continued from B4 
and RIAA in the past year. 

Jonathan Goldsmith, a junior computer sci- 
ence major, downloads music and movies 
online, but does not use torrents. “Most of those 
students being sued probably used campus com- 
puters for the high speed connection and got 
caught,” he said. 

Regardless of the legal action taken, millions 
of people share files each day on Bittorrent and 
other peer-to-peer sites, data show. 

Torrent sites are mainstream, which make 
them more susceptible to lawsuits than smaller 
peer-to-peer sites. 

Blake Hamilton, a self-employed software 
designer, feels the original reason for the creation 
of torrent technology was ‘to share files legally. 
Hamilton shares his free Spyware program on 


several torrent sites in hopes of reaching a broad- 
er audience. 

“7 don’t think the program was originally 
started with illegal downloading in mind,” 
Hamilton said. 

The popularity of Bittorrent has spilled over 
into the business world as companies realize 
how beneficial the software is. Microsoft has 
created its own peer-to-peer software that is sim- 
ilar to Bittorrent, called Avalanche. 

“Fyventually the technology will be primarily 
used for legal downloads,” Hamilton said. 

When that happens, torrent users will have to 
find a new way to download content for free.

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Mock interviews help prepare

Real practice, real employers, 
real questions. 

Sounds like the next big reality 
show on television, right? 

Close, but no. 

It’s how the Career Center is 
reeling in Sacramento State stu- 
dents who are looking to take 
advantage of an opportunity to 
improve their job interviewing 
skills and get feedback from the 
people that will be hiring students 
when they look for that job after 
graduation. 

The mock interview sessions 
are held on Wednesday and 
Thursday. 

Focused on giving graduates — 
current seniors and alumni cur- 
rently one year out of school — a 
real-life scenario of what they’ll 
be facing either next week at the 
Career Fair or after graduation, the 
mock interviews are an opportuni- 
ty to learn better techniques to dis- 
play their skills. 

The workshop will provide 
participants the chance to take part 
in an actual interview with 
employers from around the 
Sacramento area. 

In addition to feedback from a 
variety of employers, the mock 
interviews will be tape-recorded 
so participants can actually study 
their interview. 

This will allow the participants 
to see, not just be told, what they 
are doing wrong and how they can 
improve their interview skills. 

Some students feel that it could 
be a difference maker when look- 
ing for that first job out of college. 

“T think it’s a great way to pre- 
pare to get a job,” senior Savannah 
Perez said. “It’s not everyday that 
you can get quality feedback from 
the people doing the hiring.” 

While some employers would 
not discuss the hiring process due 
to concerns of divulging too 
much, others agree that the mock 


interviews are a great tool for 
young applicants to take advan- 
tage of. 

“The preparation it provides 
can help students in many ways,” 
Target Manager Brandon Mullins 
said. “It can help (applicants) feel 
more comfortable and can show 
that they care and are interested in 
getting the job.” 

While preparation is an impor- 
tant aspect of the interview 
process, it’s not the only thing. 

“We look for people with lead- 
ership qualities; with a good ener- 
gy and enthusiasm for the job,” 
Mullins said.

receive during interviews at Sac 
State’s Career Fair, which takes 
place on Oct. 5 from 10 a.m.-2 
p.m. in the University Union 
Ballroom.

INTERVIEW TIPS 


» Prepare through 
rehearsal and get an 
understanding of the com- 
pany. 

> Dress appropriately for 
the occasion. Don’t arrive 
in shorts and flip-flops. 

» Arrive early and 
check-in. 

> Be positive. Go in with 
the expectation of getting 
the job. 

>» Make eye contact with 
the interviewer. 

» You only get one first 
impression, make it good. 


» Always be honest and 
forthright, even when dis- 
cussing weaknesses 

>» Avoid “uhs,” “you 
knows” and slang terms. 
It's okay to take some 
time to think your answer 
through before responding. 

>» Ask questions to get a 
better understanding of the 
company. This shows your 
enthusiasm for job. 

> Turn off cell phones, 
and anything else that may 
disrupt the interview.

Employers — 122 in all — will 
fill the University Union 
Ballroom next Wednesday, as the 
Sacramento State Career Center 
hosts its annual Career Fair. 

Employers will represent 
nearly all undergraduate pro- 
grams, including criminal jus- 
tice, healthcare, social work and 
teaching. 

“This event is open to not 
only students but also alumni 
and community members,” 
Career Events Specialist Shari 
Gonzales said. “Not only will we 
have companies offering jobs, 
we'll have non-profits looking 
for volunteers. We’ll really have 
the gambit here.” 

In what seems to be a shaky 
job market, the spaces filled 
early, which bodes well for stu- 
dents says Eva Gabbe, manager 
of the recruitment program. 

“Our event is sold-out which

“T can’t say that offers will be 
made,” McGee said. “Students 
should know what they want 
when they go the fair.” 

“Tt’s all about first impres-

The Career Center offers 
services such as informational 
interviews, job shadowing, men- 





toring and resume and cover let- 
ter critiques. 

Students can visit the Career 
Center for most of their needs 
without an appointment. 
Appointments are necessary for 
informational interviews and for 
more in-depth advising. 

To advertise their free servic- 
es, the Career Center is active at 
all career fairs that involve stu- 
dents from Sacramento State. 

“We are represented at the 
smaller fairs with booths, so stu- 
dents can see what our services 
are,” Gabbe said. “Anytime the 
Career Center goes out we are 
representing the campus so we 
try to do a good job. 

The Career Center will be 
looking for feedback on the 
event through evaluation sheets 
that both students and employers 
can fill out. 

We know it’s a successful fair 
if students are happy and have 
their resumes,’ Gabbe said. 
“Recruiters have told us that they 
aren’t happy with the way they 
are treated at the fairs at 
Berkeley or Davis” 

“It’s all about small things 
that make the fair successful. 
How the students and employers 
evaluate it is part of knowing if it 
was successful,” Gonzales said. 

The Career Center is located 
at 2000 Lassen Hall and is open 
from 8 a.m.-5 p.m. Monday thru 
Friday. The next event they are 
planning is the Major Fair on 
Nov. 9.
